\V.\siiini;T(in, Jmio 1. — .Secretary IMaine 
rcsij^'iied the portfolio of tlie .State Depart- 
ment shortly before 1 o'olo;;k to-day. At 
that hour, Mr. Dent, Private Seorotary Ui 
Mr. Blaine, with Mr. Blaine's resiRnalion 
in his pocket, came into the room of Private 
Secretary llalford at the Ivxecutive Man- 
sion and handed liim the following e(unniu- 
nieulioa, enclosed in an ollioial envelope:

I'll TUK Pili-.sipi-.NT: I rtspootfuUy hey^ 
leave to suljuiitmy resignation of tho oilico 
of the .Secretary of the United States, to 
which I was appointed by you on the 6tl) of 
March, 1889. The condition of public bus- 
iness in tho Department of State justities 
me in requiring tliat my resignation bo ac- 
cepted immediately. I have tlie honor to 
be, very respectfully, your obedient servant, 
(Signed) Jajies G. Bi.ai.nk. 

Mr. IlalforJ immediately, without know- 
ing its contents, toolc it into the Preaiilonl'a 
room adjoining, and handed it to President 
Harrison, w!io was sitting at his desk, lie 
opened it, road the contents, which were iu 
the handwriting of Mr. Blaine, written on 
the oiHcial paper of tlic Department of 
State. Tho President did not, either in 
word or action, express any sarpriae, but 
handed the letter to Mr. Halford. It was 
then a few minutes before 1 o'clock, the 
hour the President receives visitors in tlie 
East room. He descended the private 
stairs, and met some hundred people, 
who had assembled tliero. lie did not 
show tho least iineai-incss, or appear 
as if anything unusual luid occurred. 
After the reception he went to lunch. 
About 1 iliU he went to his desk iij;ain and 
indited a reply accept iiig Mr. lilaiue's res- 
ignation. The letter was handed to Mr. 
Blaine in person at his residence by Secre- 
tary llalford. It was then about 1 :■!."). As 
boon as the resignation of Mr. HIaine had 
been accepted an ollicial telegram was sent 
from the executive mansion to tho several 
deparlnieiits, itnnouiicing tlio fact to the 
Hccretaries. Within a fi ,v minutes after 2 
o'clock Attorney-dciieral AI iller called and 
had an earnest talk with the President. Sec- 
retary Klkins also remained with the Presi- 
dent for some time and indited a number of 
telegrams which were sent from the cicecut- 
ive mansion. The telephone loop was busy 
with messages to the various deparlnients. 
Secretary lilkius sent all the telegrams, 
whicli created the most intense extitenicut 
throughout tho country. Tho opinion is 
that Mr. Bliiine has thrown down tho 
gauntlet and is now an avowed candidate 
tor the presidency. . 

The effect of Mr. Blaine's resignation 
upon the outlook at Minneapolis, is eagerly 
canvassed by tho friends of both President 
Harrison and Mr. Blaine. 'J'licy express 
fear tlial, if either is iioiiiiiiateil, the friends 
of the otln'r will be loo sore to actively 
enter into llie campaign, and they say that 
ilwiUbe necessiry to choose some other 
man upon whom both sides can unite. Mr. 
IJIaine's letter of resignation was couclicil 
ill tile mnsL loiriiiil lauguago, tij was 
Mr. Harrison's reply. IJoth are devoid of 
tlie usual expressions of good wishes, etc., 
which usually arc found in like eoniniunica- 
tions. 

In an interview with Secretary iihuiio, 
late this evening, lie said that his resigna- 
tion was not occasioned by tlie near ap- 
proacli of the Republican nominating con- 
vention, -and would not affect his action u> 
the slightest extent. The question of his 
candidature or the acceptance of a iirolVered 
nomination did not influence him in decid- 
ing him to retire from the State depart- 
ment. His only object was to obtain personal 
freedom and peace. Ho felt superseusitix e 
because of the constant discussion of his 
iianie in connection witli the Presidential 
iiominution. To this was added tho an- 
noyance of sensational rumors, constantly 
jjL'.etMl in circiil Ltinii a-* to his being secretly 
working to acciunplish .Mr. Ilan-ison'a i!e- 
feat and, at- th(; .'•iiine time, eiu:ourai.:ing his 
friends to pursuit a similar cnur.'a;. Without 
any reference to the I rulbfuliK'Ss, jilausi- 
liility or priictieabilily of these rt'])orts llu'y 
i'.p]i:.j ( iitly hiid a iicrccpl ildi' I'llccl Ujion llie 
i 'ri. sidrn' 'm pt-r.-idiiai frieiid.-liip ;'.nd most 
iiit iiiiat <■ iidmircr:'. 'I'he fi'cling daily grew 
on .Mr. Uiaiiie tliM he was re,L:ai'ded willi 
.•■;;;;|;:;:;!.'!! and di.Miusl and the fiiciids of ilie 
rai ion praet ieally coii'iidei ril him 
giii.iy of ilujilii'iiy, and c\en his a-soei.ites 
111 I lie i'::liiiH:i ;m ' neai to look U|)oii him 
Wi.li sili'iit i(:[.ni,icii. 'riu-re uIko sccnied to 
Im a.:oli!t;uil d.siie to humiliale liiiii by 
K: ,jiiig the nechvity lor i' further ]niulie 
ill' laialion that ho was not a candidate 
to,- the liepubliean nomination. Tlicse 
iliou^liis anil Ku;-pici"iis constantly preyed 
upon Mr. I'laine's mind until the worry and 
ai no'ianri! Iieiaiiio intolerable, and, as a 
const liucnce, he. delenniiied to resign, .iiul 
liaving fully decided upon that conrsu ho 
desired a speedy settleineut of tho whole 
matter, in order that ho might enjoy the 
rest as a private citizen, which was denied 
him as a part and parcel of the Administra- 
tion. 

The House of Pcpresentatives was in tho 
throi sof lilil'usleniig proceedings, with a 
luiniber of monotonous roll-calls in prosjiect 
for the r;sL of the aftcriiooii, when the lirst 
iiitiiiiatioii of Mr. lilaiiie's rcKignalion reach- 
id the Ciiainbcr. It came like a lliiiiider 
cloud from a clear sky, and lassitude gave 
way to cxcifment. The hum of 
voices rose liiLih above the aliarj) 
voice of the clerk, busy in calling 
the roll and Speaker tai.sp was compelled to 
rap loudly fur order, but without success, 
on the excited congrcssineii. The news was 
received at lirsb with iiiucli incredulity, but 
when the text of the letters of the I'residciit 
and Mr. Blaine came all doubt was set at 
rest, and members gathered in knots and 
discussed tho meaning of Mr. iilainu's 
action. The Kepubliean members were, of 
course, the most e.xoitod of the excited 
crowd. The Blaine men shook hands and 



congratulated each other, and fired jibes at 
the administration men, several of whom 
became strong Blaine advocates us soon as 
they were satisfied of the truth of the in- 
formation. There were not many Kepubli- 
ean members present in the house when the 
news was received. A large number of the 
five score of minority congressmen are absent 
in Minneapolis, but those who remained in 
tho city made up the exoitoinont of their 
colleagues. Nearly every Republican mem- 
ber expressed himself as greatly astonished 
at the news, but they would not express 
themselves for publication with that free- 
dom which is characteristic of the average 
Congressman. An impression that seemed 
to gaiu general lieliof on the Republican side 
was that there was some secret story be- 
hind the two notes, perhapi an understand- 
ing between the president and Mr. Blaine, 
wliile the natural ioferenco was that Mr. 
lUaiiie in wiihdrawing from the Cabinet 
practically announced Ilia candidacy. A 
feu- meiiib 'i s held the opinion, or jiretended 
to hold it, that .Mr. lilaine had really with- 
drawn in order to better ri aisl Mr. Harri- 
son in his riiec, but the logic of their \ lews 
was net explained. 

DKTUorr, .Mich., May — Cen. Alger, 
when infoniieil of .M r. Blaine's resigiial inn, 
was apiiarenlly not siu'[irised, but absolutely 
refused ID be interviewed. Cen. Alger re- 
ceived a dispalch from (Icn. ("larkson re- 
questing him to come to Miniieapidis e.t 
once, us iiiipDrtaut news from WaaliiugLon 
made his presence necessary. He started 
this evenmg. 

CiriCAOO, lune 4. — All tho morning pa- 
pers printed the story that Emmons liluino 
bus received a telegram from his mother 
saying his father would accept the presiden- 
tial nomination. Emmons Blaine was seen 
at MoCormick's residence, 135 Bush street, 
early this morning. "I have received no 
such telegram from my jiiother or anyone 
else," lie said, "and I don't know anytliiiig 
as to my father's position regarding the 
nomination, 1 have luul no word concern- 
ing the mattei' from either my fiuher or 
mothei', and I do not think I shall have." 

W.ASiiiNiiToN, .Jiiiie '1— Representative 
Boutelle, of Maine, left, this afternoon for 
Minneapolis, carrying with him the assur- 
ance that I31uiue will accept if uoniiuated. 
Just prior to his departure he 
had a brief but pointed interview 
with the Secretary of ■ State, at 
the lattcr'a house. I saw Mr. Boutelle 
nt the railway station as he was about to 
take the train, and ho said to mc with an 
earnestness that curried conviction with it, 
"I leave," ho said, "feeling as sure of 
Blaine's nomination as I am that the sun 
will rise to-morrow."

The Miners ICcHiinio Worlt. 

London, June -1. — It- is announced to-i!ay 
that work at Ihe Durham mines will Le 
fully reaunied on 'Tuesday next. 'This result 
is largely attributed to the good oflice.s of 
Bishop Westcott, the Anglican prehito of 
Durham, wlio has been untiring iu his ef- 
forts to restore peace between the masters 
and men. The result is really • a surrender 
on the part of the coal owners, '.flio, a few 
Jays ago, rejected the very oiler they 
iiov,' agree to accept, the ineii going '-o 
work at ten jier cent reduclion instead of 
l.'i.', per cent, ICverytliiiig in and about 
the pits is being made ready for 
Tuesday. Throughout Middleshorough 
and other places that have tiecn made deso- 
late tbiough thestrike joy prevails. 'J'houu- 
and.', of jieople have been idle owing to the 
lac'.c of the Durluim coal hup|)ly and the 
most intense distress has inevailcd. 'The 
alilicted region, apart fioiu ih..- coal luineu, 
is an irregular tract of country measuring 
about l.j miles in extreme lengtli and con- 
taining the towiisof Middlcsborough, Stock- 
ton, l)arlington, Hartlepool, besides a 
great number of small towns and villages.

ported. Of .'300 men at work in the mine 
wiien tile lire started bijt 110 can bo found. 
Tho other .'KiO are undoubtedly dead. 'Tho 
work of bringing up the liodies has 
continued steadily all the afternoon. 
Ten in a group were found pros- 
trate, with tiieir heads wrapped in coats. 
Moro of the men were found sufi'ocatcd. 
Fifteen charred trunks were found in a 
heap of embers, but such cases of crema- 
tion seem to have been the exception. Com- 
paratively few of the bodies have liecn iden- 
tified. About 23 have been taken away by 
widows of the dead minbrs. Moro than 
12.'i aro still unclaimed, the disfigured feat- 
ures rendering them unrecognizable. Wlion . 
tho poisonous vapors in the far interior of 
the mine have been abateil tho work of 
searching for bodies will be carried on 
more rapidly. Great destitutinn prevails 
among tho miners' families, and every ef- 
fort is being niudo to give tliem relief. 
Money and food Is being distributed among 
them,

Vancodver, June 4. 

'The Colonist drove to tho Mosquim Re- 
servation on the North Arm of tho Fraser, 
where the gathering of Indian tribes of the 
entire province has taken place. He was 
welcomed as a "Tillieum" and greeted by 
many ,varm-hearted "Klahowyas." The 
lirst three hours spent inspecting the clam 
shell ridge and graveyard ridgo, which 
stretches in front of tho Mos- 
iiniiii settlement, six feet high 
and 12 wide, composed entirely 
of clam shells packed solid by the heel ot 
time Perhaps, for many centuries tl;e In-, 
dians have been throwing the uneatable 
portion. of their scanty provender behind tho 
village, until they have unconsciously 
raised a monument to their antiquity. 'I'ho 
graveyard ia composed of several acres of 
almost hermetieaU" Gpuled huts, wlierein 
lie Iho "soulcase.s" of those wlio are trailing 
in the Happy Hunting Ground. W hen a 
fresh burial takes place, the boards of the roof 
are lifted oil", and the box lowered in. All the 
luits have glass windows. Most of the eases 
of the dead are entirely covered with blan- 
kets, gunpowder or a cartridge box and a. 
light lunch lying on the outside, but in some 
eases part of the body is exposed— a moat, 
uncanny sight. Most of the tombs had 
family totems squatting around them. In- 
one case two images representing lizards- 
and a snake were entwined with wild rpsesi 
and the centre of the cemetery was a bower 
of sweet smelline wild flowers. 

Towards evening we were recalled to thei 
set tlenieni by Pilot William Brown of the 
Xanein o tribe. Two thousand and fifty- 
Indians were lin"d up in readiness for tho 
uiiUHual ceremony. Big Jim, of the Na- 
naimo tril.ie, is an orphan, his father, tho 
chief of the tribe, dying many years ago. 
l''or a long time P.ig ,liin has been raving 
"telialete hi-uh cliiekanien" for the purpose 
of givini: a big potlatch and asserting his 
rights as heir-aiiimrent to the title of Grand 
High Tyee of the tribe of Xanaiiiio. 'Tlio 
pollacli is over now. Jim "Halo Weight 
Chickanicii, sto]) still," though but yester- 
day a humble member of the iribe of red 
mill, is, to-day, tlie aristocrat of the bluest 
blood, even if he hasn't one nickel to rub 
agaiiiot andth'T. 'J'he dance was soon at 
\vliite heat, dark painted ligures going in, 
out and around for 5") minute.i. 'The pre- 
siding klootchman was prepossesning, and 
when the dancers becaiiie exhausted she 
went through the usual process of sprinkling 
Iheiii with cold water. When all'airs got 
to such a pitch, "sunifin had to drop." 
Down canio blankets, goods and chattels, 
from aloft, where Big Jim was- 
perclied in a rather undignified position 
for a chief. 'The articles were 
lifted on poles and carried away by the 
tribe amidst groat rejoicing. 

The following chiefs were present : Jim- 
Hyda, Jim Nanaimo, Dick Simpson, BilL 
Rupert, .lolinny Bob ; Comox, Bob -Stelep- 
kaluin, Charlie Teahkum, Hank Sanaoh, 
Louis Seiino, and Lummah Squamish,. 
Klunkhomalote Chemanus and many others.' 
Parties of six or a dozen are still coining in 
from all over tho province. Two potlachs 
Imvo been held, and three more arc 
to bo held, when the eccentric but inno- 
cent orgies of this strange peoplo will be 
:it an "ud lill nomn other aspirant of tho 
many trilies has enough "chickameu" tO' 
make IiiniBclf solid with his people. 'They 
do not need "Looking Backward" for the 
materialization of Hellamy'a dream, tor 
verily it ecenis a Siwash is not esteemed 
among his people until he impoverishes 
hiniBolf by giving all his worldly poaaca- 
sions away among his tribe, while his vol- 
untary action is made the subject of pub- 
lic rejoicing.

WESTniNSTEK. 

"New Westminstkr, June 4. — The re- 
ported ease of .-ininllpox in the public school 
iiere turns out to be chicken pox, and the 
scare w;'. i all for nothing. The whole 
Crandall faniily were (juarantined after the 
first inspection by the doctor, and had no 
opportunity to get a n.edical opinion until 
to-day, when a note was smuggled down to 
Drs. Hall and Cooper. Young Crandull, 
who was supposed to be allectcd, had been 
about the house as well as over almost, but 
the authorities maintained a guard over the 
premises, notwithstanding threats of a hot 
water deluge by Mrs. Crandall. Drs. Hall 
and Cooper luailc a thorough examination 
and pronounced the disease to be chicken 
pox, and nothing more. This news causes 
a great sensation, particularly since over a 
thousand persoua, fearing an epidemic, have 
'been vaccinated since the case was rtp irtcd. 

Most of the visiting prelates left the city, 
to-day. The whole party will rousscuible 
•ttt Victoria on Monday. 

The water in the Fraaer river is slowly 
but steadily subsiding. The fall in the last 
three days amounted to nearly two feet. 
JEven if warm weather sets in again im- 
mediately, it will be some days before the 
river begins to rise again, and by that time 
a good deal of the freshet will have found 
its way to the gulf. 

A couple arrived from Seattle by the 
Great Northern, last night, and were in 
a great hurry to get wed. A license was 
instantly procured, and Rev. MacCrae, of 
Victoria, who was in the city en route to 
Chilliwuck, and staying at the same hotel, 
tied tlie knot. 

Mr. W. A. Cumyow, Chinese interpreter 
of this city, lias been instructed by the 
Chinese merchants of Wcatminslor to apply

It was learned that 
the reason is to prevent,, if possible, in case 
of more smallpox being discovered amongst 
the Chinese inhabitants, their being inter- 
fered with or treated for the disease by 
white doctors.

TnE LOCAL IMPROVEMENT LA W. 

Wu arc gliul to set; l\\:\t the City Cuiiucil 
hua matlo a movo towanld putting iu opura- 
tioQ tlie'Iaw enacted last winter, to enable 
the city to ;^et the local improvements it 
rcquiroa. Tlicre ^vas very littlo opposition 
to Mr. Hiinter'.s proposal. TIio majority of 
the Counjil evidently see tliat if improve- 
njents uro to be made in tlio future, they 
must be niuile chiefly at the cost of tlioso 
who are ilirecily and immediately benefitted 
by those iiiipiovements. The objection vvas 
raised that there are mnuy rate-payers in the 
city that have been paying towards the im- 
provements made in otlier parta of the city, 
a'.id yet wlio liave neither drains nor side- 
walks, nor properly made streets. Tliis is 
■the great evil of the old system. The 
Council have not had money enoiigli to 
do all tlio worli that was 
needed, and many of tho rate-piiyers 
have been oljliged to do without 
improvements. As long ns the old 
system is continued, this evil and this 
hardship will be getting worse. Tho 
adoption of the new system will be regarded 
by some as an injustice to thoni, but it is 
hard to see how this can be avoided. The 
suggestion made by tlie Mayor tliat a public 
meeting be lield to discuss tlie advisability 
of putting tho law in force at once is a 
good one. But it is certain that if Victoria 
does not want to fall into tho background 
or to stick in the nuid, it must go on making 
improvements. Local improvement laws 
work well iu other cities of tlio dominion, 
and why shoiibl not ours work well, too? 
Wo are convinced that wlien it once goes 
into operation the citizens will find that it 
is the fairest as well as the most effective 
way of making the improvements which the 
city requires. 

ODSTHUCVIVE TAOTIGS. 

The complaint that there is too much 
t.ilk in parliament is general. Tiio cvcr- 
ittstiug speecli-making wai.tes time, and 
does no earthly good. It docs not take 
long to say all that can be said, to any pur- 
ipoac, on almost any subject. Those who 
attend the debates of doliljerativo liodics 
know that after tho first three or four 
speeches have been delivered, very little 
that is new or worth hearing can bo said by 
even the ablest and best-informed members. 
As for members who are neither able nor 
well-informed, what they say, or try to say, 
is a mere iteration of what has been already 
much better said. It is, therefore, no won- 
der that the Houso gets tired, and exhibits 
signs of inipatienco and weariness when 
jaember after member gets up and repeats, 
:ln a clumsy way, the speeches of the leaders 
-■of their party. 

Wo, for our part, tliink that both the 
country and Parliament would l)e benolitted 
if some means were devised to nut a stop to 
this eudlees flow of unnecessary and unodi- 
-fying talk. When speech-making is re- 
sorted to as a means of obstruction, it 
should be cut aliort. Tho tactics of obstruct- 
ives I'.rc very seldom successful, and they 
nntAit not tn lie successful. Obstruction is a 
device by wliicli a minority tries to obtain 
the powers of the majority. It ia sometimes 
rather hard to submit to the rule of the ma. 
jority, but to be hectored and bullied by a 
mmority is simply intolerable. When the 
minority has stated its case and presented 
it.i arguments, it has done all that it is 
required to do, and all that it Icgitiiiiatuly 
ssM do; but when it tries, by taking advan- 
tage of the forms and rules of the House 
to secure freedom of speech to all, to waste 
time and to carry its point by wearying tlie 
members, it deserves to be treated with 
aovcritj' and shown that it will not, lie 
allowed to do by unfair .sclieming what it 
cannot elTect by legitimate deliate, followeil 
by a fair division. 

Tho United States Congress has refused 
to submit to the rule of the spoutersand ob- 
structives of a unruly minority, and it has 
hit upon a means of putting an cml to dis- 
cussion, which appeared to liritish sulijcots 
tyrannical. The i'rench, too, resorted to 
what appeared to be an arbitrary device to 
put n stop to useless talk. 

When the Parnell obstructives had al- 
most put an end to the transaction of busi- 
ness in the British Parliaments, tlie niajor- 
ikf were obliged to clioose between the Am- 
erican "previous iiucation" and tlic French 
"rlo/iii ' ." A luoililic.iLion of the latter 
was eliosen most reluctantly, for tho mem- 
bera of the British House of Commons were 
most unwilling to depart from the venerable 
usages cf debate, and the traditions of Par- 
liament. I'<ut tlie crisis was urgent and a 
drastic remedy was rccjuircd. 

It appears tliat the Liberals in tho l)o- 
miiuon Commons have determined to resort 
to the tactics of obstruction in order to 
impede the progress of the Bedistrifaution 
Bill, and perlwps defeat it altogether. If 
they persist in this coarse, the Govorn- 
mont's supporters will bo obliged to follow 
tho oxaniplu of the deliberative bodies of 
tho United States, Franco and Groat 
Britain. , They will have to resarttothe 
dotiire. The Opposition will, pi. course, 
raise a great outcry, and declare the* they 
.are gagged, but they must .see that if they 



abuse the liberty they possess [to the detri- 
ment of the public, all that remains for tho 
well-disposed to do will be to curtail that 
liberty. Rules of debate, which are good 
enougli for tlio Congress of the United 
Statc-j, tho French Cliamber of Deputies, 
and the Parliament of Great Britain, should 
be almost good . enouRh, for the Dominion 
House of Commons.' -.The' liiberals must 
know that if rigid rules of debate are 
adopted tli^ey will have no one to blame but 
themselves,

COMMERCE 



Tlie Congress of tho Chambers of Ccm- 
nierce of the Empire will be opened on the 
28th inst. Tho matters which it is to 

deliberate upon are of very ureat import- 
ance, particularly to the colonies. The 
subject of closer and moie favorable coin- 
nierciiU relations lictwcen tho Mother 
Country and the colonies will bo carefully 
considered. In view of the recent utter- 
ances of Lord Salisbury it may not be so 
ditiicult to suggest an arrangement which 
will bo profitable to both and which will 
meet with general approval throughout tho 
Knipiro, as it appeared to be only a few 
months ago. Hero is an outline of tho pro- 
gramme that has been telegraphed to the 
papers on this side of the Atlantic : 

The pr<>|iosed resolutions favor a com- 
mercial union of the Frnpirc; the estab- 
lisbiuent of (lillVreiilial rales hi'twcen Creat 
Britain and bur colonies; the preference of 
home iirodiicla as against lori'igii products. 
Great Britain to grant a tarill' discriminat- 
ing against foreign grain; the formation of 
boardn of labor arbitration iu all centros of 
industry; an imperial registration of trade 
inark.s, and an imperial peiui}- postage,'. 

Finally tho Chamber of Commerce of 
Leith proposus an iuternatiouul monetary 
union, with a unification of the currency of 
the Empire. 

There is enough in this programme to oc- 
cupy the attention of the Congress for a 
long time. It may be the opinion of many 
ca utious men that some of the subjects have 
not yet arrived at the practical stage. But 
the world travels fast in these days, and 
questions which only a short time ago ap- 
peared to be purely theoretical seem now 
almost if not altogether ready for a prac- 
tical solution. 

A coinniorcial union between the diiTeront 
parts of the liritish Kmpiro is not now 
pooh-poohed by .even practical men. They 
listen with interest to what can be said in 
its favor and a desire for something of the 
kind is stimulated by tho uunoighborly and 
almost hostile attitude of many countries 
with respect to Cieal llritain. If a trade 
arrangement between the rilothor Country 
and her Dependencies which can make them 
all, to u certain and very great extent, In- 
dependent of tho caprices and rivalry of 
on taido nations the result would bo benefi- 
cial to them all. They form a world within 
th omselvos, and could be mutually helpful 
and could contribute to each other's pros- 
perity. The Empire would then be in a 
position to treat each nation, from a com- 
mercial point of view, according to its des- 
erts, and it would, we are quite certain, 
receive far better treatment from them than 
Great Britain, who has deprived herself of 
the power to pay them back iu kind, does 
now. It is to be hoped that the practical 
men from all parts of the Empire who are 
about to meet In London will be able to do 
sonietliiug towards forming a United Em- 
jiire Trade League. 

The Labor (Question which the Congress 
pro rises to deal with, is quite as important 
as the trade question. The desire for some 
peaceful and c(iuitable mode of settling 
trade disputes is universal. Employers 
and worUingiiien have biicoriio tired of the 
rough and expensive mode of settling trade 
disputes that both have been forced to 
resort to of lato years. Strikes and lock- 
ou ts, besides being rude and - costly, are 
most unsatisfactory as means of settle- 
m cut. They, in fact, settle nothing, neither 
do they afford a basis for future agreements. 
They generally leave the matter exactly 
where they found it, and when next a dilli- 
culty arises, it has to be dealt with in the 
same clumsy way. If boards of arbitration 
whose decisions would be authoritati\'e, 
anil which could form general rules for 
the settlement of labor difficulties, could 
bo established in all centres of industry an 
immense stride will be made towards bring- 
ing capital and labor into better relations, 
This is a work worthy of the earnest exer- 
tions of the members of the Chambers of 
Commerce. 

As to tho Imperial registration of trade- 
marks and an Imperial penny postage, these 
are uiatlors whicli are c imii iralively easy 
of accomplishinent. The ocean penny post- 
age is sure to come, and that, too, before 
very long, and a currency for tho whole 
empire would necessarily follow aloser com- 
mercial relations. Tho Congress will have 
much important work to do, and it is earn- 
estly to bo hoped that it will do It well. 



Whitsuntide adjournment, but when tho 
adjournment took place ho, to tho disap- 
pointment of both friends and opponents, 
said nothing whatever about a dissolution. 
If tho Covcrnmeut make up its mind to 
allov/ Parliament to die a natural death, 
there will be no general election until tho 
spring of 1893, and a Homo Rule Bill, if 
Mr. Gladstone is returned with a majority, 
will not be possible until some time the year 
after, A great deal may happen in a year, 
and it appears that Lord Sulisbury^lias made 
up his mind that his Government stands a 
better chance of being returned with a good 
working majority a year hence than it docs 
now, so no one need be surprised if tho 
present Parliament lives a year longer.

THE DISSOLUTION. 

There is not nearly so much certainty 
about the dissolution of life British Parlia- 
ment now, as there was a few weeks ago. 
Then it was confidently predicted that tho 
dissolution would take place 'on tho 28th of 
this month. But various Glrcumatanccs 
have happened since that have led the 
country to believe tliat tho Government have 
not yet made uji their minds when the dis- 
solution is to take place. It is believed that 
delay will be to the advantage of tho party 
in power. The division on the Irish County 
Government bill has led the country to be- 
lieve that tho Government is becoming 
stro nger. The sympathy of the British 
lion- conformists with the I'rotestaiitH of 
Ulster is strong, but it needs time to do its 
work eileetivcly. The Ministers have been 
ominously silent lately. It was ex- 
pected that Mr. Balfour would give some 
intimation of the Government's intentions. 
He, a week or so ago, promised to make 
a definite declaration on the eve of tho

Chicatowa Honored by a Visit From 
the ex-Coroner of 
Victoria. 



A Bnlletiu for the Beueiit of un 
Yacciaated Celestials — The 
Doctor's Explanation. 

Coroner, or rather ex-Coroner, Morrison, 
OB Friday •■night, apparently forgot that, 
Chinamen Bometimes know a good deal 

about the Engliah language, und ocoasion- 
uUy read the Engliah nowspapei a. 

Posted lip, yestorduy, on tlio iiotico 
board, on ( lovtniinent street, at the side of 
Chu Cliuug'a store, at the corner of Gov- 
ernment and Cormorant streets, was a red 
paper containing a bulletin in Chinese. The 
tninslntioii ia :ls follows : "Thua aiiya the 
Ooverninciit doctor ; 1 iiin ordoreil to tell 
tho Cliinaineii of \'ii;"l6Ha to liasten to my 
ofiScial reaidenue, at no excu.se, on Monday, 
June titli, and be vaccinalcil, each peraiin al 
a valne of §1 each. Ollice at Vates 
Btreet, -I,'), 

"(.iOVERNMENT DOCTOK MOHUISON." 

A. Colonist repreaentativo, with tlie aid 
of a penknife, obtained possession of this 
extraordinary document, and proceeded lo 
ascertain the means by which it was phiced 
there. Ah Muk, one of Llie most pronii- 
nent residents of Chinatown, and a pariner 
in the well-known firm of Chu Chung v'c ("o., 
who own the bulletin board, gave the neces- 
sary information. He said ; 

"It was under my direction that that 
document was placed there. I ordered one 
of our clerks to writ« it. At about? o'clock 
last night Dr. Morrison came into the store 
and saw me sitting behind the counter. Ho 
told me tlmt ho wanted to speak to me for a 
minute and I came out to him. Ho eaiil 
tliat he didn't like to see smallpox spread- 
ing in tlie city. There were already live 
cases, and tu o among white people, and it 
waa not right to let tlie disease spread. He 
was the government man and " 

" Hold on a niiuute. Ah Mnk. What 
were tho words, as nearly OS 'you can rc- 
mendier '! " 

" He said, ' I !\m the so^'ernment doctor, 
you know. The other doclora charge S^.TiO 
but I am only inakini; a charge of SI, 
and I e.^;pect all Chiocso,' {to come 
to me on Monday and bo vaccinrited. 
But, I Raid, the Government can't force a 
man to be vaccinated unless ho wants to. 
Thim Dr. Morrison told me tlmt it would be 
all riglit and the Chinese would be sensible 
and go without force, if ho could got a no- 
tice up. I then asked him if he waiiti-d a 
notice up, and he said 'yes.' Theu I asked 
him whether I should put in wliat he had 
told me, and he aai<l certainly, and aaked 
mo to put up the placard Tlieu ho gave 
me his busineaa card and loft." 

"You're sure it was Dr. Morrison ?" 

" Why, of course I am," replied Ah 
Muk. " I've known him a long time." 

"What did you think of the notice, your- 
self?" 

"I didn't think anything of it. I know 
something about your laws, and I never in- 
tended to obey it or pay any attention to 
it." 

"Supposing Chinamen who don't know the 
laws sec that notice, what idea would they 
getV" 

"Well, I suppose that they would be- 
■ lieve it a government order." 

"Would they go and get vaccinated?" 

"No, I don't think so. They don't like it 
anyhow, and would not pay tho dollar." 

"If Morrison said that he had never been 
here at all, how could you prove he had?" 

"Do you think I got that written for fun? 
I know him well; besides, he loft his card, 
and there were lots of us in the store that 
saw him. " 

Armed with this information two Coi.- 
OMST men visited tlie "ollioial residence" of 
the e.'c-coronor. The gentleman had liis 
sleeves rolled up, and, on answering tho 
knock and seeing wlio hia visitors were, 
curtly informed them that he was busy, tliat 
ho didn't want them anyliow, and liiiiahed 
by Baying that they could go or stay, which- 
ever they pleased, and finally banging the 
door in their faces. Half an hour afterwards 
another attempt to obtain an audience was 
made. The followine conversation then en- 
sued: 

"Can we come in this time, Mr. Morri- 
son ?" 

"What do you want with me? Let me 
alone, can't you. Why are you pestering 
me like this? I don't want to have any- 
thing to say to you. I'm busy." 

"You'd better let us in. We want to 
talk to you on a subject that affeots you, 
yourself." 

The doctor then opened the door, and the 
reporters entered the room. 

"Well, what's your busineaa?" 

"We want to know a tiling or two froiir 
you. We want lo know what prom]iteil 
you to go down to Chinatown, hist nighl, 
and l)ul up a notice to the eU'ect that the 
Governmi.nl had ordered you to vaccinate 
all Cliinamen, next Monday, at your oliice, 
at SI per heail.'' 

"I didn't. 1 don't know anything al)out 
it. 1 never went down to Chiuatowu at 
all. 1 never authorized such a thing." 

"Vou mean to say that you never gave 
authority for it ?" 

"I told you licfore tha^ T.-'l'>p',f, '-•now any- 
thing about it." 

"\Vere you down in Chinatown last night 
at all ?" 

"No, I wasn't. I tell you it's all a lie. 
I didn't know anything of it at all. Is that 
all you want to say to me ':" 

"No, not quite. Do yon state 'that yon 
never went into Chu Chung's atoro last 
night, and ordered that notice to be posted 
up to-day or told then that you were the 
Government doctor?" 

The doctor stared fiercely at the repor- 
ters, 

. "What if I di.l go; what if I did any- 
thingT What's it got CO do with you! It's 
no business of youi s. Yon mark me; say 

_.ono word about it, and I'll cinch your 
crowd like you've been trying to cinch me 

• lately." Get out now. I don't want you 
Iiere at all. I've pot my witnesses as well 
it] you've got yours." 

"We've got our witnesses, too, Mr. Mor- 
rison," was the reply as tho Colokist men 
faced the hurriedly banged door, and wtnt 
down ataira.

leaves and roota as they como in thoir 
way, thus adding association to tho ex- 
quisitejodprs and giving them the key 
to happy thoughta. 

The woman who lives in tho conntry 
has many opportunities of this kir.d, 
niul may "crowu hot kerchiefs fine 
with iiiiekle rare perfume" at a very 
littlo cost. 

In gathering your own perfumes yon 
bring home something more than herbs 
—the joy of the time, tho bo;inty of tho 
day, tho friends who v.oro with yoti — 
jiart of your life goes into tho littlo 
sillceu iMig along wito a few dried leaves. 

Roses iind lavender liavo been used 
from time iiuiueiuorial lo flavor the 
linen cliost, and no di.scovery of 
modern times can furnish anything 
more pleasing. The old fashioned hun- 
dred leaved rose is best for the purpose, 
as it is richer in essence iind moroporma- 
mi'Mt tliaii tlie more dclicatu roses now 
cuUivatcd. Tho petals tiliotild bo gath- 
ered wlu'u I'rc.-h blown, ;iml not ton 
much ilriiil. Tho fragranco of ro.-^es is 
so delicate there is no danger of lia\-ing 
too much — unless, perhaps, in the case 
of tho woman who kept a stone churn 
Idled with rose leaves in her parlor, and 
stirred them up with the chi.Mier — but 
most of our native growths are so strong 
in essential oil it takes bnt a pinch of 
them to give tho faint aroma so pleasing 
in our drawi^rs and boxes. 

j\ spiko of thu .sweet clover growing 
by the ruad.side, a branch of sweet 
Lij-ar from the thicket where tho tlirush 
is singing or a bunch of spicy winter- 
green from tho woods will embalm a 
stiinnier's Walk and the song of a bird 
tor iiKiny a winter day; and tho sprig 
of pearly life everlasting yon broke iiil' 
as you walked with your kn'er tiern;; 
tho iLry pasture field, inhaling tho milky 
odor while he told yon of its near rela- 
tion to the edelweiss which Swiss maid- 
ens gather for their bridal. flower, will, 
if laid in your drawer, prove true to its 
name, recalling tho hour and tho love 
of it — for what is life but love? 

A haiulf ul of piuo needles gives a good, 
wliolesome air to a chest or closet, with 
a hint of outdoor life and health. The 
balsam fir of Now England, so mnch in 
demand for ]iillo\vs, is almost toe vi.gor- 
ous for close qtitirters, but tlie spruce.i 
and firs of tho homo grounds have a 
more gentle breath and may be gathered 
at any time. Crab apples have a re- 
freshing acidity that reminds us of tbo 
blossoms that boro them — ono of the best 
perfumes of nature. Tbo tipples will 
shrivel and dry without Icsing their 
scent, and are then safe to put among 
clothes. There is tho widespread family 
of tho mints, too, peppery and suggest- 
ive of tho kitchen, it may bo, but tho 
scarlet flowers and loaves of bcrgamot, 
so called from its resemblance to true 
bergamot, an essence from tho orange, 
aro worthy a comer, and bring back the 
soft autumn day when they stood flam- 
ing in the wind. 

Once stiirted in this lino, wo aro sur- 
prised to find how sweet tho earth is— 
sweet fern, sweet flag, worth digging 
from its oozy bed for its thick aromatic 
root stalk, scented grasses that Indian 
women weave into baskets — wo can 
scarcely step but inccnso rises at ottr feet. 

In tho garden is tho rosemary and the 
delightful lavender; but tho lavender of 
our northern gardens is not so fragrant 
as that grown in the soft air of tho 
Mediterranean coast, and which may be 
bought from tbo druggist. Ono of the 
best plants for pletisant and pcnnaneut 
perfume is tho small shrub commonly 
called lemon verbena, and we may even 
find somethinfj tn onr ta-sto among the 
medicinal plants — chamomile, thyme, 
miirjoram, sweet basil and their kindred 

For the sachets themselves an\'thiiig 
that is pretlj- will do if it is jiot ton 
thick. Those .souvenirs that most wom- 
en have soniowhoro among their treas- 
lu'cs may bo uiado still more sacred 
mtulo up in littlo Ijags of odd shapes, 
and still further ornamented with iioe- 
dh;, brush or pen, its tasli; and skill may 
diclato.

The handkerchief your de:u', dettd friend 
last gave you — too precious to carry — 
stitch it together ;ind till it with memo- 
ries. "'There's rosemary, that'.s for re- 
membrance;" for a generous iiouch of 
pino le.ives quote Emerson, "Who leaves 
the pine tree leaves liia friend," or Tho- 
reau, "The spruce, the hemlock and the 
pino will not countenance despair." In- 
deed, in this part of our ple.'isaiit task- 
tlio field is iue.xhausl ihle, i or se.'ireely a 
poet but gives us an appropriate lino.

Stories about gross immorality amongst 
children, are, unfortunately, in tlieao mod- 
ern days, too common. In tlio lurger cities 
especially, sueh as London, Cliicago and 
New York, there have been, from time to 
time, exposures made which have sliocked 
tho whole world. When Victoria people 
will hold up their hands in horror at such 
oocurrouccs in other places, thousands of 
miles away, what will they say when it ia 
known that right at home, in the very heart 
<if the city, tliere luis been going on, lor 
inmiths pa.-it, what seems to bo alm.ost a re- 
gular system of prostituting children of ten- 
der age, and tluit, too, by men whose posi- 
tions, socially ami commercially, are such 
tliat tliey arc looked up to with respect'.' And 
yet tliere can be no duubl of the facts. 

The circumslances of the discovery are 
these : Some few days ago, the attention 
of a member of tho Coi.o.n'IST atalV was 
drawn to a group oflittle girla, three in all, 
standing about tlie cnlrunco to a well- 
known building, whore llieru are furnisheil 
rooms to rent, and the statement was maile 
at tho time, "those children are guilty of 
the grossest kinds of immorality, and are 
made use of by men who live there." 'Tho 
information was most astonishing, and in 
order to ascertain the truth, a reporter was 
detailed to investigate. The result of a 
careful enquiry and a deliberate personal 
examination la that positive proofs o 
been obtained of tho whole of the scan- 
(lallous proceedings, ami as a matter of duty 
and duty only, the details will be laid at the 
earliest opportunity before thepropor author- 
ities, and an investigation will be demanded 
in order that those who have beeu con- 
cerned in the disgrace of the little ones may 
be dealt with as tho law providiis. 

The girls themselves, when closely (iiies- 
lioucd al)out their actions, told with eidid- 
ish simplicity wliat they hail been doii;g. 
Tiicy told tlie names of their seducers, tlie 
occasions and all the circumstances con- 
nected therewith. Besides this, they gave 
the names of their own hon-.es, told ^vhere 
their parents live in tlic ciry ami all other 
information. 'J'lic story waa of uecesaily 
got from them in scra[)S, and was inter- 
larded with the moat objeetioiuiblc pro- 
fanity and immoral langu>'ge. 'The 
girls have been well brought up, are 
ilaughters of well-to-do people, who 
up to the ]iresent have had no iilea of the 
evil ways into which their children have 
been led. What seems worst of all, one of 
tho dcini monde in this city has beeu luring 
tho youngaters from their homea and hiring 
them to stay with men in her house. The 
extent and scope of her inlluonco can be 
imagined when it is stated that two of the 
three girls above mentioned proudly boast 
that some of these days liiey will go and 
live with this woman and will then " drink 
wine and beer and go driving in a li-.iek." 

One of the girls ia 1,'i years of age. She 
is the eldest of the lot, the others being be- 
tween 11 and 12. They say that they have 
all been "making money" since last 
summer. They all smoke cigarettes and 
drink beer and use such language as would 
disgrace the toughest bawdy hoaae in the 

eily. 

There is no use disguising the facts. Im- 
mediate atepa must be taken for both the 
punishment of the oifenders and the pre- 
vention of further outrsgea of the kihd, and 
if the city authorities are powerless to in- 
terfere, and appeal must be made to some- 
one that will. Tho wrong is exposed as a 
public one as much as it is a private one, 
for the existence of such an evil in the city 
affects every resident. Tho sooner it is dealt 
with the better.

i'uiiier LaCombe, of Calgary, in charge of 
the p.irty, and at whoso diapoaal waa placed 
tho C.T. R. private car, in which they 
travelled over tho road, was aeon ^last night 
by a Coi.o.s'isT ropreaeutativo, to whom 
ho gave the objects of the visit of 
tho prelates. With hia authority, it may 
be said that the conduct of every reserve 
and mission school that has licen seen by 
them, has met with the highest approval, 



and that altogether, they are very well 
pleased with their trip. 

Ii'ather Lii Combo, hiinaolf, is one of the 
best known priests in Canada, and tlie 
luBtory of hiB life is full of thrilling romance, 
though the simple minded old man dialikea 
being reminded, let alone speaking uf Ida 
past meritorious actions. It was with a 
good deal of difiiculty that he was induced 
to toll aoniething of his career, last night. 
Eventually, however, he said : 

"I have been a missionary among tho 
Indian people for forty-two years, and from 
tho timo I left my father and mother, who 
were poor peasants in Montreal, I have 
been in active labor. At tho timo of the 
Riel rebellion I was among the Blaukfeet 
and Creo Indiana, and tho position was, of 
course, a moat periloua one. Tho runners 
from other tribes had been among them, in- 
citing them to join the rebellion. There 
were 3,000 braves, well armed, and it was 
believed by the Sovernment that every mo- 
ment they would go over and swell the 
ranks of the half-breed. I was 
for days speaking to their most 
prominent warriors privately, doing every- 
thing in my power to hold them back, and 
at last I induced Crowfoot, the moat power- 
ful chief in the country, to call a meeting to 
consider tho matter. At tho meeting, I 
exhorted them to bo moat careful and to 
take my advice, pointing out that llicy hud 
known me for many yeara, and that I had 
never advised them badly in all that time. 
Crowfoot himself then declared for n-.e, and 
tolil hia warriors that he thought it would 
be l)'..'tter to act aeeiirding to what I had 
tnlil tliem. 1 then pniilueed a sheet of 
pap. r and wrote ou it "Lovul lo the I^aat," 
a'iilressing it to Sir .lolin .Macdonalil at 
Ottawa. " I tiild I hem whil 1 h.ul 
wi-itien, and i:\plained that, if they would 
sign il.llie British ( iovi'riimenl wimli know 
all aliuut their honesly that night. Crow- 
fool , without saying a word, took a p 'UC'il 
out of my band and wrote his name at the 
foot of the disjialch. 'The other chiefs fol- 
lowed suit, and I sent the telegram iii.me- 
diiitcly. 

.Sir .John was speaking in tho Ifouse at 
Ottawa wlion he received the message, lie 
dropped his fiuliject and read the telegram. 
In a time of anxiety and peril like it waa 
then I need not tell you how its purport 
wa3 received. Tho Indians with their 
word oiico pledged, I knew, would 
never break it, nor did they. Two years 
aflerwards the ( ioverninent ordered mo to 
take Crowfoot, Red Crow, and two other 
chief.s, all through tho li'asterii provinces, 
and our tour was a triumphal progress all 
throuudi. "

PARLIAMENTARY PRIVILEGE. 

LAW TI.MES. 

Although privilege is correctly delined^ 
as the discretionary authority of each ^ 
House of Parliament, and an authority 
which Cuke lays down ought to be exor- 
ciaod " iu that House to which it relntoa, 
and not elsewhero," it must bo borne in 
mind that no hew privilege can bo creat- 
ed. In 1701 the liords counnuiiicated a 
resolution to tho Uoiinnons iit a confer- 
ence, " That neither House of Parliiunenb 
havo power by any vote or declaration to 
create to themselves new privileges nob 
warriuited by the known laws and cus- 
toms of I'arlianient," which was assented ; 
to by the Commons. The poweir of the 
Lords to commit for contempt was ques- 
tioned in the case of tho. Earl of Slnd'ts- 
bury in 1C75, and of Flower in 1779, bub 
was admitted without hesitation by the 
Cum t of blmg's Deiicli. The power of 
commitnieiit iiy the Coiimions is estab- 
lished uiion the ground and evidence of 
iuinioii'iu'ial usage. Any resistaiico to 
the Soi jeiint-at-Arins or his olUcors,sor 
others acting in execution of tbe,^ oidera- 
of either House, has always been treated 
as a cont.mipt, iind the )iarties in ninni;r- 
ous iiii t inces h ive .■iiill'i.'red punishnient 
accordingly. If the Vi-arrant write thab 
the peisiiii to be arrested has been guilty 
of a liie.ieli of jirivilege, the courts of law 
cannot inquire into the grounds of , tho 
jndgniunt, bub must leave him to suffer 
the punishment iiwarded by the High 
Court of Parliiiinent by which ho stands 
committid. Tbo Habeas Corpus Act is 
bindii.g upon all persona whiitever who 
have prisoners in their custody, and it ia 
therefore conijiel ent for judges to iiave- - 
before them persons committed by the. 
Houses of Patlianient for contempt. Bub 
idtliuuyh tho return ia mado according to 
law, the persons who stand committed, for 
contempt cannot be admitted to trial, not < 
tho causes of commitment inquired into 
by the courts of law. In 1701 Mr. Mur- 
ray was committed to Newgate by the 
Commens for a contemiit, ami was 
brou.lit up to tho Court of King's iiench 
by a /n(/ji.((,s i-oipv.s. 'I'ho Court refused 
to admit him for trial, Mr. Justice Wright- 
observing, "lb need not appear to usi 
what the contemiit was, for we could not' 
judge thereof. 'The House ef Commons 
is superior to this Court in this ]iartien- 
lar. Tills Court cannot admit to trial a 
person cominittcd for a contempt in any 
olher court in Westminster IJall." 

In several important i araculiirs there- 
is a ditl'erenco in the methods of punish- 
ment adopted by tho Lords and Commons- 
in cases of breach of privilege. The 
Lords claim to bo a couit of record, and 
as such not oidy to imprison but to im- 
pose lines. They also imprison for a 
ll.xed time, and order secuiity to be given 
for good conduct, and their customary 
form of commitinent ia by atiaoliraont,- 
The Commons on the other hand, commit 
for no specified period — of late years 
lia\ e not inipoaed' fines. The last case of 
a line by tho Commons occurred in ICCC, 
when il lino of £1,000 was imposed upon 
Thomas White, who had absconded after 
he had been ordered into the custody or 
tho Serjeant-at-Arms. Ho period of im- 
prisonment is named by the Commona,. 
and tho prisoners committed by them, if 
nob sooner discharged by'tbe House, are: 
immediately released ' froin their confine- 
in ent on a prorogation, When the of- 
fence has not been so grave as to cause 
the coiiuuitmeiit of the oll'eiider, ho ia 
generally directed to bo "admonished" 
only. Tliis course was jiursued in the 
recent case. What is said by tho Speaker ■ 
in reprimanding or iulinouishiug persons, 
at the liar is always ordered to bo en- 
tered on tho jouriiala. Formerly, also, 
[lersons who were censured for breach of 
luivilege were compelled to receive the 
cciisuro iipon their knee-. In boih- 

been discontinued, althnugh the entries - 
in the Lords' journals sti I assume that • 
the oU'enders are on their !;neea at the - 
B.ir. The ceremony is said to have been 
bought into aomo ridicule in I 7i'j1 by a- 
culprit who, on rising from the tloor, ex- 
claimed in a tone that was auditable to • 
all, while ostentatiously dusting his dress, 
that this was in truth " the diitiest houao 
he had over been in," and in the same 
year IMurray, on being ordered to kneel, 
informed tho indignant House that ho 
ne\ or knelt except to God alone. It wau 
found imiinssible to make him yield, and 
ho fas imprisoned in Newgate for 
ffiur months, and then released 
by a prorogation. A few printers iijipyar 
lo havo been subscijuently censured' in 
the usual form, but in 1772 the priictice 
of kneeling was abolished by a standing 
order of the House of Commons.

Killing a Wild Mmi lunii African Forest— Be- 
lUml I hi) Kopk. 

|Co|]yi-ii!lit, 1S!)2 by Llmrlca 15. Lowia.] 

Ill thu apriiif; cif tho year 1808, said a 
; :profea.siuii.il lion liunter with whom 1 was 
■chattiiif,' not long sinco, I was at Quili- 
inime, on tho coast of Africa, actinf,' as 
Ajjunt for tho j^roat aniniiil houso at Ham- 
burg. A luttor from niy uniployor re- 
corded tlio fact that an opidoniic liad 
broken ouc among captivo lions all ovor 
tho world. It was a sort of distouipor, 
and no one knenr how to treat; it. It be- 
gan in the zoological gardens at Bombay, 
and within thirty days had cxtuniled to 
America. J want you to iixkf .siiniial 
notice of this fac^. Nothing of tho sort 
had ever "ccinrod before or has occurred 
.".inco. Male lions were attacked first in 
every instance. 

The first Hymjitoma were coughin;_; and 
anee/.ing, followed by loss of appetite and 
blindness. The legs swelled, somell|ing 
Jike lockjaw set in, and. within a week 
after being a' tacked tho beast was dead. 
A few escaped attack, as is the cane in 
every e])idemic, but so many Huccumboil 
that tho price of lions jumped to tho 
highest figure over known. Bombay, 
Calcutta, Paris, Berlin and other Euro- 
pean cities lost nearly every lion in their 
;^ardoaB, and hardly a circus in any coun- 
try iiad an animal ot this species on ex- 
hibition. 'I'he disease was confined to 
lions al me, and it spread almost as fast as 
the flight of a bullet. 

Well, as you hiive inferred, along witli 
the letter was an order for me to rush the 
lion market as fast as possible. 1 was 
alone in Quilimune, and had been ship- 
ping about one lion per month. The 
beasts were trapjjed bj' tho natives up 
country, and as J was the only buyer in 
the market I mada my own prices. For 
a full grown male lion, not too old, 1 paid 
the sum of twenty live dollars in cash, 
for a lioness eighteen dollars, and for a 
half grown male or female thirteen dol- 
lars. If these tigures aeom ridiculous 
you must remember that a native African 
can be hired by the month as a hunter or 
porter for about two dollars. Every ca])- 
tu.-e made was in pits, and I furnished a 
cart and cage for transportation. 

As soon as 1 received tho order I put 
together live (jr six more carts, which 
were stowed in the warohouao, built i\ 
•<!age for each and then started up the 
^country with forty native hunters. Quil- 
imane is situated at the north mouth of 
the Zambesi river, and it was on the 
north branch, which comes down from 
Lake Nyassa, and about eigiity miles 
west of tho port that wo got into the lion 
country. \Vo were then in the territory 
of a_chief named Weola, who agreed to 
'■supply us with provisions for eighteen 
■c.nts' worth of powder a day. That was 
a prott)' fair figure for forty-two men, but 
tho interior of Africa is a cheap place to 
live in. Wo no sooner reached tho hunt- 
ing grounds than Weola's men told us a 
<iucer story. 

They had not sent down any captives 
Tor' a' long time, and the reason of it was 
'that a strange and unknown amimal liad 
interfered with tlicm. They had cap- 
:-tured two lions in pi s, but this unknown 
tieast hatl killed them both before they 
•could be caged. The natives dilt'ered in 
>their descriptions. Some had seen a tre- 
mendously tall man walking about with a 
' 'great club in his grasp, while others had 
seen an object resembling a gorilla. The 
latter beast was not an inhabitant of that 
district, but one had been seen now and 
then in tho dense thickets of the valleys. 
In both instances tlio lions liad been 
killed with sharp pointed sticks and in 
the fresh earth around the pita wore 
rtracl^B resembling those of a native. In 
additiofa to the loss of the two captured 
lions, a third one had been found dead, 
with every evidence of having been ciulj- 
bfid to death, while two or thiee liunters 
""Were mysteriously missing. 

IPlie African is easily excited and full 
of sii])or3tition, and 1 swallowed the story 
with many grains of allowance. Tho 
only method by which a lion can bo cap- 
tiin;d withi ut injuiy to himself is to bait 
a pit. In forest and t hicket all tho larger 
game move about by beaten paths. In 
the open they are free to talco any course. 
A frightened ole|)hant will leave tho path 
.and go rushing thr.jugh the thorn thic- 
kets, but a lion under the same circum- 
stances will stick to tho path. 

Inlhe course of a week we had locjked 
■thoground over and dug ten diU'erent 
-pits. These were all on paths leading to 
-water. They were dug to measure, 
being si-^c feet long, three wide and twelve 
deep. If the ground was soft wo dug 
two or throe feet deeper. When tlie na- 
tives were through with a pit the shar|)- 
ost sighted animal could ncjt tell that the 
grouijd had boon disturbed. Tlie hard- 
o-it work was watching these pits. Tho 
aanio paths wore used by lions, wolves, 
hyenas, deer and an occasional rhinoceros 
or biiU'alo. Men were detailed t(j watcli 
dining tlie day and frighten back tlieso 
animals. Tho lion scddom moves about 
by day, and our object was to keep the 
pita clear for him uj; to sundown. 

Wo had killed a kid just at sundown 
ami placed its body on tho covering of 
tlu) pit. Tho moil romaided near by un- 
til tiiey beard n lion roar about half a 
mile away, and it was doubtless that fol- 
low who got into trouble. Tho pit was 
■only half a mile from our camp, and half 
•an liour after tho men came in we knew 
lay tho roars of tho lion that ho was a cap- 
tive. We could do nothing at night, but 
nil turned in happy over tho knowledge 
that we had made a capture. At mid- 
night I was anjused by my head man en- 
tering tho tent and oxclaiiuing : 

" Listen, master I Don't you hear the 
lion uttering cries ot rago and pain ? That 
strange inonstor is probably trying to 
kill him !" 

It was true that the captivo beast was 
.very noisy, but after listening awhile I 
concluded that tho presenco of his mate 
v/ua oxciLiiig the lion. Two of tho men 
wcro ordered to go forward and fire their 
iniiskots tocreateascare, andafterthis had 
been done all was ([uiot. When dayligiit 
came and wo went to tho pit wo made a 
discovery which was far from pleasant. 
We had captured a magniDcent male lion, 
but he was' dead. The tracks of tho 
strange monster wore to be seen all 
around the pit, and lying on tho ground 
wore two of his weapons. Those wore 
poles abou^ as largo as a man's wrist and 
c'iirlitoen or twenty foot long. Tho ends 
had been aliarperiod and then hardened 



the pit and prodded the lion until ho 
killed him. 

When we lifted tho body out wo found 
more than a score rf wounds. A gorilla 
cm handle a club, but I was satiatied that 
no one but a man could niako use of such 
a pole. Indeed, the fact of tho poles be- 
ing hardened by lire was proof Bufficiont 
that a man was engaged in the work, lie 
must be a native, of course, and ho must 
also ho a wikl man. 

After luddiiig a council with ihicc or 
four of my best men wu started out in 
p a-tiea of ten to hunt dow n the wild man. 
Each of my mou had a cheap English 
musket and knew- how to use it, ami tho 
ordet was to tire upon the man at sight. 
To brace up the courage of the natives 1 
olt'ei ed a reward of ten dollars in cash to 
w hoever should fire tho lucky shot. Tiie 
four parties of us took ditierent direc- 
tion.'). The one I lieaded went to the 
iiortii, where there was a long stretch of 
almost imponotrable ticket, ^^''th various 
patlis traversing it in dili'erent directions. 
One of these paths had boon followed by 
the lion which fell into the pit. Procood- 
ing ill single file and moving as quietly as 
po.'isible, we advanceil abcnit four miles 
and then came loan open forest. Here 
tho path ended. Tho underbrush liad 
all boon burned out the year before, and 
ono could see a long way in every direc- 
tion. 

The natives were for keeping on, but 1 
argued that tho wild man must know of 
our camp and would therefore bo found 
nearer it. We had turned back and tho 
last man had just fallen into lino, w hon 
I heard a shot and a cry of alarm. Tho 
three natives next behind mo dodged un- 
der my arm and made off down the path, 
while the others wove so upse" that it 
took me three or four niinutea to ascer- 
tain what had happened. Tho wild man 
had been concealed behind a big tree lii'ar 
the path, lie leaped out and struck the 
last man a blow with a club, which killed 
him on the spot, and ho was swinging his 
weapon to hit the second when the t hird 
dred at him. Tho wild man was not 
twenty feet away, but ho was not hit, and 
in a second or two he was out of sight. 
Tliroe men had seen him, and all agreed 
that ho was a native, but tho biggest man 
ttioy had over seen. IIo was perfectly 
naked and armed only with a club. 

Wo picked tho dead man up and bore 
him to cam[), and as the other parties 
came on and heard the story their courage 
took flight, They would help me capture 
lions, but they wanted no more of man 
luniting. If 1 wanted to pursue the hunt 
alone they would stand by thecai)ip ; but 
the opinion wna unanimous that we had 
best go thirty or forty miles farther up 
the country. 1 firmly declined to move. 

We were in a good neiglibarliood, had 
our preparations complete, and I didn't 
propose to be run out by any sort of a 
man. I didn't believe this wild man was 
such a terrible fellow. Natives always 
exaggerate 50 per cent, oven about the 
most ordinary things. lie had killed a 
man, but at tho same time tho report of 
a muakot h.'\d frightened him away. 

When 1 let it be knmvn that I was go- 
ing out in tho afternoon to look for tho 
Terror tho whole crowd indulged in la- 
mentations and predictions of disaster. 
There was a single oxcoption. He was a 
young man of twenty and tho bravest of 
tho lot. It was his shot which had frigh- 
tened the wild man away. 

"1 see very clearly, master," he said 
to mo, " that if wo do not kill this thing 
ho will kill all our lions and many of us. 
If wo move away he will probably follow. 
It is our business to kill liim at once. I 
am only a young man, but I will go with 
you and do my best." 

I accepted his ofifer and presented him 
with a musket and a pound of powder, 
but the others still refused to go. Wo 
left camp aliout li o'clock in tho aftor- 
n on. heading to the east, .lust beyond 
wlicio we captured the lion three paths 
crossed each other. We took one run- 
ning to the northeast, which traversed 
more open ground than the others. Tho 
habits of wild animals were familiar to 
mo, but I had never hunted a wild man 
before. 

i couUln't tell wlietli'T ho would be 
[lerchcd up in a tree or hidden away in a 
thicket, if he ])L-owledby night ho ought 
to sleep by day, yot wo had mot him at 
10 o'clock that morning. On this path 
wo had three pits about a mile apart. As 
1 did not know their location the yining 
man took the lead. In case wo met tho 
wild man faco to face ho was to lire and 
then drop to the earth and give me a 
show, -ibout three miles from camp, 
and as tho path ascended a ridge, my 
companion suddenly halted and pointed 
at a broad tree on the left and whispered : 

" iMastor do you see that his houao is 
there amoog tlio branches !" 

1 could make out a platf<irm of sticks 
and branches, and uow took the advance. 
My weapons were a rifle and a revolver. 
Wo crept cautiously forward until right 
under tho platform, and after a few sec- 
onda both of us made out a black foot 
and leg hanging down between the pules. 
The wild man was at Imme, but the next 
thing was how to deal with biui. 1 had 
more fear of lii;i gutting away than I had 
of liis hurting us. I limdly iiosted my- 
self to the west, beli'jviiiL' he wmild make 
for a thicket in that direction i s soon as 
disturbed, and at a signal the yoiniu' man 
fired at the nest. The report of bis gun 
was followed by a most unearthly yell, 
and it was yot ringing in my ears when 1 
saw a dark object dropping oil' tho plat- 
form to the earth. It was the wild man. 
Tho young man stood whore he had fired, 
and before he could realize what was 
happening the monster was upon hirn. 
Ho was picked up and flung almost at 
my foot, and as. he landed ho called to 
mo : j 

" I am not much hurt, master 1 Be 
sure that you kill him, for he is a terribly 
strong fellow !" 

Tho man didn't seek safety in lliglit. 
On tho contrary, he j)iekod up a limb, 
broke oil' a part of it for a club and slowly 
advanced upon us, his eyes flashing, his 
tooth gritting and his f«ce esfprassing in- 
tonab fury. I had my rifle to , my faco, 
and I lot him comj within ton feet before 
I lirod. llo was shot between tho oyoa, 
and ho fell back so dead that he never 
moved a finger. When wo came to ex- 
amine him wo got frightened. Uis height 
was exactly aovou foot by tho tapelirie, 
and ho sooinod to be all mUBclo. 

I iiavon't the least doubt that a slaj) 
from his big right hand would have killed 
any of ua stone dead. IIo had tromoii- 
dous shoulders, with muscles bunched up 
in a wonderful way, while his lingora 



like clawa. Hundreds of natives came to 
look at tho body, but none could remem- 
ber of having seen tho luau before. 
Freed from his inturforence with our on- 
ter|)riso, wo had no more trouble and 
during tho next sixty days wo caught and 
dispatched to the coast eleven ns hand- 
some liims as over roarcdiiiiiulignatioii at 
being caged up for tho [mblic to ga/.o upon.

From the Platfiirnii 

In a recent lecture in San Francksco 
upon clothing that ia not only artistic but 
healthful, Mrs. Miller began by saying that 
hor aim was to tench wopen not only how 
to take caroof themselvea,but how to make 
tho best of tliomsolves. All women, she 
declared, wished to look well, and sen.si- 
blo women wish to know how to correct 
their defects and to aiipear at their best. 
" In oidinary and fashionable dress," she 
asserted, " a beautiful woman is at her 
worst and an ugly woman a thousand 
times uglier." 

Sho said she would show tho correct 
stylo of dress— the dress all women 
should wear ; why it should be worn, and 
the faults of the jneseiil style. .\11 wo- 
men wished and slioulil wish to look well. 

The much-vexed question of tho corset 
was brought up for discussion, and tho 
lecturer stated that, though tho corset 
was bad, tho bands on women's dresses 
were worse. Bands worn without corsets 
cut into tho flesh and press ujion the vital 
organs. As a substitute fm- corsets she 
proposed the waists slio named, though 
sho said she herself did noc wear thom, 
because her muscles wore trained to do 
their work without support ; but women 
who woro accustomed to corsets alio ad-

— is by no means an- 
cient. A little over 
six years ago a sniall 
band i>i worshippers who regularly at- 
tended tho Pandora Avenue Methodist 
Church just hinted that the distance was 
too groat for the younger members of the 
family to be as punctual in thoir places 
or as regular in their attendance as was 
to bo desired. Arrangements were 
promptly made to obviate the difliculty, 
and the trustees of the church rented tho 
Id public school house on Kings road for 
the iHirpoEi's of a Sunday School for tho 
liikiren. The parents soon found, espec- 
ially in incleinent weather, that the 
building W()uld be a very convenient ono 
f(n' worship, and that it would all'ord am- 
ple accommodation for the little band of 
fllethodists —about twenty-live or thirty 
all t(dd -who sought it. Prelimmary ar- 
r.nigements were then made by whioh a 
local preacher would hold occasional ser- 
vices ; but the noble little party were 
ambitious, .uid asked for the services of a 
duly ordained miniator. The parent 
church v.as liberal in the matter, and 
Rev. W. W. Porcival, tho then pastor, 
with the approval of the board, assigned 
Uov. W. J. Dowler, B. A., hia assistant, 
to the work. Thero was then a member- 
ship of about twenty-fivo, and tho few 
others who .attended swelled the congre- 
gation to at least tlurty. It waa compos- 
ed of Messrs. S. Cray, E. ,1. fJray, M. 
Humbor, A. J. McLellan, .7. McConiiell, 
C. Beak, W. II. Bono, tho lato Rev. W. 
Pollard, E. Kormodo, II. Rudge and 
thoir families. The strength of tho fam- 
ilies, as indicated by the school roll, was 
22, This was the.state of afiairs in May 
1885. But three months had not elapsed 
before the congregation aspired to a more 
commodious and sightly building, and 
with the aspiration camo the resolve to 
have it. Tho site was selected— that 
upon whicli'tho iiresonb splendid building 
illustrated on this page now stahds. 
Very many were found to ridicule the 
idea of building on such a site, the chief 
objection being its distance from tho city, 
and tho fact that tho ctpuntry around waa 
almost a wilderness. But wiser counsel 
prevailed, and a corner lot, overgrown 
with brushwood and with very imperfect 
ajiproachcs in tho matter of ])uhlic high- 
ways, was taken from Mrs. Jefl'ree. On 
this tho church which up to to-day was 
used as such was erected. It is a neat 
Greek building, cai>ablo of seating com- 
fortably about 300 persons, and for tho 
time and place was considered (piite a 
pretentious structure. The corner stono 
w;is laid on a bright August morning by 
Rev. Dr. Sutherland, of Toronto, Ont., 
Missionary Secretary of the Methodist 
Church of Canada. Tho opening services 
were conducted by Rev. Coverdalo W^at- 
son ill the preaonco of a largo concourso 
of people, the most c<jnli(leiit of whom 
scarcely dreamt that, in some half-do^.eii 
brief years, a similar ceremony would be 
gone thrjugli — would he rendered neces- 
sary, owing to the growth of the congre- 
giition. And the church waa raised, and 
the Christmas following tho happy tid- 
ings " Peace on earth ; good will towards 
men," were proclaimed beneath its roof. 
Since that proud day, prosperity has 
smiled upon the congregation. It has 
grown ill strength, in grace, and in zeal, 
and the sideiidid Church which to-day 
will bo formally opened will continue a 
standing moinnuent to these high attri- 
butes. The same able heads and willing 
hearts which directed its destinies to its 
present success, are still at tho head of 
all'airs, and the e*ne8b wish and prayer 
of tho church is that they may long so 
continue. Thero had been, of course, 
several changes in the pastorate, but the 
bo.ard of trustees remains unaltereil ex- 
cept ill a couple cjf imrticuhirs. Of tliu jias- 
tors, Rev. W. J. Dowlor, was tho first. 
Ha was succeeded by Pov. 0. Ladner, 
after whom came Rev. J. W. Wadman, 
JI. A., now engaged in educational work 
ill .Japan for tho Missionary Board of the 
M. hi. Church of tho United Stales. 
Itov. W . ^V. liier, at prosi'iit stationed in 
XunaiuK), yiicccL-dcd liev. .Mr. Wadman. 
The pi'cseiit pastor is llev. .1. 11. White, 
pfsidont of the li. C. Conference. 

It will thus bo seen llial tlic congregii.- 
tioii have always been fo tunate in securing 
the iu'i'vi(.\':j of earnest and energetic uien to 
Hiiiii.-;ter to their siiiriluul wanta, anil ( f tlie 
niiniber none have hceu more eonapicuoua 
for tliuae traits of ehuracter than the ])rc3ent 
jiastor. Ilo has just entered upon his third 
year, iind great has been the progi-ess 
during his luiiiistration. It ia owing, in no 
small degree, to his energy tliat the present 
building has been raised, although, prior to 
hia a])pointmont, tho building had 
been contmnplated, j'lverybody lent a 
willing hand in the good work, from 
tlio youngest to tho oldest — tho 
Sunday aoliool contril)Uting SoUO, tho Kp- 
worth League ?500, the Ladies' Aid .?."jOt>, 
and Boveral like sums among the gentlemen. 
A congregation whioh has aoeompliahed so 
much in tho past has litllo to fear for tho 
future. Daring its brief history it has spent 
S,5,000 on its first buIldiDg, §2,500 on the 
erection of a parsonagBi ulearod ofiT a mort- 
gage of §2,000, and now has the present 
Biriiotnre, to be known as the "Centennial 
Clnu cli," well seoiired finanoially, although 
at ita inception the promoters fully realized 
that a Buin of not less than $10,000 would 
bo needed ero tho dedication services were 
performed.

From the list of trustees it will be seen 
that, with few exceptions, it is composed of 
those originally connected with the church 
— in fucr, its founders — men who huve hud 
the satisfaction of watching ita growth 
from small beginnings to great things. 

The other oHicera are a so most of them 
"oil! limi'i.a'' ill tho church, so to speak, 
and the "new blood" introduced would bo 
an uctjuiditiou to any congregation. Mr. 
E. J. Gray, for instance, was the firat 
president of tho .Sunday School, wliich 
started with 22 pupils and now has 2t)0, 
and held ollioe until relieved of tho duties 
a little over a year ago by Mr. N. Shakes- 
peare. Mias Ilnmber has acted as organist 
from tlie time the first instrument 'was in- 
troduced into the church. Miss Trenter 
takes a placo long filled by Miss Mabel 
Hayncs. There is un abundance of mus- 
ical talent in the congregation, the or- 
chestra of tho Sunday School being, per- 
haps, the best in the province, while the 
church choir has for a long time b^ten.. 
looked upon as very proficient. 

Tliu oi'lginul intention wds to have t^e 
church opened last year and hence the 
name adopted, "The Centennial" — 1891 
being the centennial' ' of John Wesley's' 
death. But unforseen ciroumstances pre- 
vented the carrying out of tho project. 
Tho foundatiou stone was duly laid in 
August, by Mrs. David Spencer, 
and the contract for building, on 
plana and spocilicationa prepared by Archi- 
tect Hooper, lot to T. H. Matthews, at 
81-t,940. Alter working some titno on the 
building, the contractor ceased operations, 
and his bondsmen were called upon to com- 
Iilete the work. This they did, after some 
little delay, but it was sufficient, with some 
other delays not contemplated, to cause 
the opening to be deferred. But the build- 
ing aa completed, ia a model in ita way. 
The aketcli given herewith, furnishea a true 
corner outline of the edifice, in all its 
beauty. 'The structure ia of brick, with 
cut stono foundation and base, and is cap-, 
able of seating comfortably 000 persona. 
A light and roomy baaement ia lilted 
up aa a class and school room. The church 
proper, ia arranged after the moat approved 
plan, horao-shoe in ahapo, with a gi-aduiU 
elevation from the pulpit to the door, nicely 
carpeted, and all seats so curved aa to 
preserve the general symmetry of tho design. 
Aspaoious galloryruns all round the church, 
ami here also the seats are of the same 
shape, and like those below, comfortably 
upholatered. They were provided by the 
Sehl-ITiistie-lMskine Co. and are, perhaps, 
tlie lirat of this pattern and make over 
manufactured in British Columbia. _ Thoy - 
are three-ply, the centie being of mahogany 
so as to prevonti iny warping, wdiilo the 
outside ia of a lighter wood highly poliahed. 
For acoustic properties tho building cannot 
be excelled; a whisper, almost, ia heard 
from one end to tho other, while from any 
given point there is un unimpeded view <u - 
the pulpit,- reiding desk, etc. In the 'centre 
tho coiling is a dome, from which is sus- 
pended alarge brass globe chandelier, fitted ' 
.for gas or electricity. From this dome a 
series of graceful arches shoot out, under 
each of which ia a large window^ BO that as 
far as air and lighting are concerned tho 
arrangeinenta are aa near perfection aa can 
be. Everything is bright, and airy, and 
though tho painting, staining and stencilling 
are of light oud varied hues, thero 
nothing gaudy about them. ' AU 
who have scon tho church are foud 
tlieir praises of its general 
beauty and design. Xnt a foot of space is 
unutilized. The main entrance ia spacious, 
and in case of the possibility of accident 
the mcam of egress are aa easy as they aro 
numerous, 'J.'lie sealing capacity of tho 
building will, no doubt, be practically Ics.'.td 
during the impressive ccrcmoniea, to extend 
over three weeks, which commeuce to-day.

ROOM DECORATION, 



Graceful HaiigiiigH unil C'ouifortablo Ap- 
Iiuliitiucnts Give an Air of Luxury. 

In the decoration of a room a general 
air of luinry is Imparte'd by graceful 
h.-iiigiiigH and eonifortablo.'ippointinoiitB. 
Sucli an oll'ect can bo accoiiiplisbcd by a 
woman of tasto without iiiiich extrava- 
gance. In the use of ciirtaiii-s every va- 
riety of deeoratioti becomes possible, 
and 60 luuch taste and skill can bo 
fbown in llio selection of materials, tlio 
iidaptation of patterns and the choice of 
coluriiig; tliiit it is not snrprising dra- 
jieries of every kind receive increasing 
iitleiilion. 

Tho shadow silk, with its changeable 
back-pfronnd and design ot roses, hops 
and cleiualis blending in such liariiioiiy 
of iiat ural ciiliir, is most desirable, not 
only for curtains and portieres, Imt for 
wall hangings as well. This makes pic- 
tures in a room unnecessary a.s wall 
adonunents. 'Tho plantation cloth in 
olive, browns and grays also malcesvery 
desirable draperies. Tho green cloth, 
with cat tails, luind lilies, etc., worljcil 
in white upon it, make very pretty de- 
signs for curtains, portieres and table- 
cloths.

The latest is an liuglish nov- 
elty clotli, the prettiest being sea green 
in hne, with a waTing line in crcaui 
color mnning through it, resembling tho 
waves of tho sea. It comes in stjnarea, 
with designs of shell and fish in ea<.'h 
corner. For curtains, portieres ami bed- 
spreads llieso are tmited with a fancy 
stitch. ]\Iantels are to bo guiltless of 
draperies. Many of polished \vood have 
a row of gilt hooks, upon which are 
hnng souvenirs. Duck or linen, with 
pretty designs of flowers, is now being 
used as a frieze.

For a door panel, or in fact any kind 
of a panel, cloth of copper or silver is 
very beautiful. One scene having a de- 
sign across tho top worked in gold was 
a draped fishnet; at tho bottom rushes 
and shells. It was atl.u-hed to a door;

Tliat audacious beauty. Lady Teazle, 
has been handed down to fame asso- 
ciated with a screen, but it is with the 
use, not abuse, of this ornamental arti- 
cle that wo wish to deal. From being 
merely unwieldy contrivances to shelter 
from tho draft tho screens have become 
among the greatest ornaments of tho 
homo, and'ao room seems to be f tirnished 
without ono or more. Tho threefold 
parlor screen is the most fashionable; 
for summer the bamboo or white enam- 
el frame is very desirable. Tho panels 
may bo of figured -silk or to match tho 
drapeiies of the room. 

Ono can be used to shut in a cozy nook 
in the sitting room. In a comer it is 
fasliionablo to swing a bamniock, well 
filled with cushions, where the fair 
members of tho family Uiay enjoy tho 
latest novel or slumber undisturbed by 
chance intruder. Abundance of cush- 
ions should next bo supplied for conch, 
window seat and easy cliair.s; also liciul- 
rests, to take tlio place of tidies. Thoso 
of linen, iiltiutation cloth and denim, 
with designs of flowers, fish ;md love- 
knots upon them, are cool and inviting 
as well as artistic. 

In tho ■window should ho a Japanese 
hanging vaso filled with flowers or 
leaves, as tlio fresh green and natural 
plants arc a relief to tho ej-e. A hollow 
seated Indian stool with a cushion' upon 
it; a few easy chairs; a table Avith an 
afternoon tea sot, ono for papers and 
books; a few old fashioned ornaments 
on the mantel; a little oiien cabinet in 
white enamel ;i7id gold, witli bric-a-brac 
upon it; a catchall in liueu of banner 
form; a pretty wtill ornament in tlio 
shape of a largo jialm leaf fan cov- 
ered ydih silk; a spider web \di\\ a 
sjiider worked upon it, with a bunch of 
reeds and grasses caught in the center, 
will make a Very pretty, iirtistic, innt- 
ing summer room.

like " Field, Dungeon and Escape," or 
" How 1 Put Down the Rebellion and 
Hoarded IMyself." 

Tho book is extremely tamo roadin?, 
though written in a neat and grammatical 
manner, " Twenty-live Years in a Poid- 
try Yard" is no doubt a valuable work, 
but those who purchase it thinking that 
it resenddes " Twenty Years in Congress" 
will shed many a bitter tear before they 
Ijefc through with it. Last evening 1 read 
aloud to my family and to a titled noble- 
man from kiiuiio Kinnick, Wis., who is 
visiting us this summer while Availing for 
an opening in Dr. Fletcher's tanyard at 
this jdace, a chaiitor on "Frosted Comb 
and Wattles," also one entitled " Induce- 
ments for a jlen to Sit. " This part of 
the volume is of interest only , to those 
who fool an interest in such things. 




THE HEN WAS MAD. 

Mr. Howells would like the realism 
which the author introduces into tho de- 
scription of how to deal with_ a hen in 
trying to got hor to sit and remain seated 
long enough to become a parent. Tho 
author states that a warm stove lid when 
shoved under the average hen will almost 
immediately induce her to sit down and 
take hor things ofl'. 

To ascertain whether the hen really 
feels a tendency to sit one should watch 
her closely, and especially observe her 
temiierature. Induce the hen to take 
about eight inches of a physician's glass 
thermometer iiiio iier tliroaL for Lisu to 
live minutes. Do not say anything funny 
to her while thus arranged, 'for she might 
laugh and thus break the" thermometer 
with hor teeth. 

Feel the pulse of the hen at the same 
time. If the pulse — wliicii you will find 
just over the instep— is rapid or irregu- 
lar, coujiled witli a leaden oyo, coldness 
of the biidgo uf the nose, moth ])r.tche3, 
together witli acidity of the crop on rising 
in tho morning, fretfulness, peevishness 
or sudden flashes of heat and cold, there 
is a tendency toward a aodontary life.

Tho Indian (!ame i have found to 
he a good general [lurpose fowl, fiu-uish- 
ing an afternoim's anmsenient on a rainy 
day and a chieken pie for dinner at the 
same price. The Indian (lame at twelve 
weeks of ago weighs three to four pounds, 
wliich is mostly breast and forearm. One 
gets good results in a short time, and un- 
less roarini,' fowls for a hoarding house 
the Indian (■.'.me, aside from h(-inga fear- 
less iiud brave fowl, is excellent for all 
around enterlaimiient both bufore and 
afier death. 

Some like tho Derbyshire Redcaps, 
some the Black Minorcas. Others like 
the' Cochins, the Marshal Niel and tho 
Early Rose, hut the Indian Game, as 1 
say, for a general purpose lien, seems 
" to meet my demands" as a quick grow- 
er, prompt and careful 1 lyer, a good 
mother and the nucleus of as line a grav}' 
as I over hud a lip over.

Sherry and ngg, or ogR flip, may bo 
made by a very slight effort, and either 
will be found nutritious t() a remarkable 
dcree. riiysieians unite in the opinion 
that this wonderful co-operation— hen co- 
operation, as one may say of man luul 
tho hen— to make a Boothiiig, nutritious 
and easily digested food for tho invalid 
is ono of the most wonderful of nature's 
great phoiiomoiia.

A 
dentist docs not listen very closely to 
what you say, but as you talk he watches 
very carefully to see what sort ()f .teeth 
you wear, just as tho bootblack keeps 
his eye all the time on tho feet of the 
peo]do who go by him.

PRACTICAL POULTRY RAISING. 

[By T. A. WllUtts, Woston. Ont.] 
(Coulhiucd.) 

" The annual value of the poultry and 
eggs consumed jior capita under such con 
ditions, and at these prices for s jbsis 
fence, is $6.44 per adult. 

Bearing in mind tho relatively laig( 
consinuption of the jirodnct of tho hen- 
yards ill the Soulh, anil perhaps in th 
West, this maj' be considered at least ai 
average standard. Gur present popula- 
tion of about .'dxty live millions, countin 
two children of ten years or under equal 
to ono adult, has the consuming power of 
sixty million adults ; at $G.44 each tho 
eonsiim|ition of poultry and eggs, i 
round ligures, may therefore couie I 
8.';.S(;,00(),I)(JI) per aiimnn. At the present 
time this sum is eipial to alK)Ut tlir 
tinies the annuid value I'f the ])rudiict, 
pig iron, four or live times the annual 
value of tho wool clip, six to seven times 
the value of tho entire product of all our 
silver mines, and about equal to tho value 
of the cotton crop. But wo depend for a 
part of our supplj' of eggs on the hens of 
Can.ad.a, Denuiaric, aiul lloli.and. 

Whether this standard of eonsumption 
of poultry and eiigs is a fair one, each 
reader may judge for himself. 

The value of tho egg product only of 
Ohio, computed from the product accord- 
ing to the data oolldoied by tlio 'assesiiprB 
of each town and city, is greator than the 
value of tho wool of ()hio. 

Mr. I. K. ]''elch ill his excellent work 
"I'oultry Culture" in estimating the con- 
sumption of eggs says, if each person in 
the United States wore to eat ono egg, 
there would be ijl, 000,000 worth consum- 
ed at average prices ; and if each poraon 
woro to eat an egg each day for a year, 
tho consunipl ion of this ono article of 
food would anujunt in tlie aggregate to 



of our jieaplo who do not eat an egg each 
day. (i ranting this to be true, wo must 
face the fact that many other thousands 
eat from two to four daily, and that eggs 
enter very largely ' into, the composition 
of many articles of food which wo 'con- 
sumo each day, such as cakes, pies, salads, 
coll'ee, custards and puddings. 

Ajiplying.tho same ligures to Canada, 
ind estimating our population at live mil- 
lijiiis, and eggs at an average jirice of 
20c. [ler dozen, if each person in Canada 
were to eat an egg to-day, there would 
be 41(1, (iOO dozen eggs consumed repre- 
senting an aggregate valuo of §83.333.00. 

'Then if each person in Canada were to 
eat an egg per day for a year, tho con- 
sumption would auiount to the enormous 

sum of .s;!o,-ii(;,ri.i,5.oo. 

It is the o[)inioii of the largest dealers 
in taiile poultry and eggs in Now York 
and liooton, that a const.ant supply of 
first class goods, has a tendency to con- 
stantly increase the demand, so that the 
probability of overstocking tho market is 
very remote. Mr. ■lames Ranlcin, who is 
pnd.iably the largest breeder of market 
ducks ill America, says that years ago 
when ho first went into the business, he 
had to go into Loston, and almost worry 
the dealers to buy his ducks, but lo-day 
with a stock of 'twelve hundred breedingi 
birds, ho finds it difficult to fill his orders. 
Other large iiroducors hear similar testi- 
imuiy to tho demand fi>r choice goi.ds ; 
and connni-^sion merchants tind no dilli- 
cultj' 111 placing all that is offered at good 
prices, but there is no room for poor 
goods, and no money in it for anyljoclj' 
who handles such sliiir; in Canada at the 
present time there is unfortunately very 
littlo else to be had, hence the low piices 
of dressed poultry. 

Go on tho inarKots of Toronto and 
Montreal at this season of the year, and 
you find little else but a lot of miserable 
scrub hens from one to live years old, the 
refuse of poultry yards all over tho land, 
too (dil UKin^- of them to lay, and others 
after hiying all ainter, are sent to market 
because tluy are now broody and have 
ceased to l.iy ; verily these are tooth-some 
birds (?) f<.u' an epicure.

The '•Closure" in tho Conmions-Mr. 
■ Robert Wjird Has a Talk 
With ill'. Tupptr. 



Uoral of the Quadra Acclilent— The 
Harontario Ship Railway

(From our own Corrusyondent.) 
OlTAWA, May 2S.-:-Tho condition of pul)- 
lio business is causing a feeling of aiiiioy- 
aiicc upon the part of the majority iu the 
House, and, us hinted ut lust week, I would 
not ba lit all surprised if a proposal wcic 
made this session f(;r llu; adoption of tlio 
English Hyatcai of closure of debate by the 
Canadian House of Commons. The Federal 
Parliament has been in session three months, 
and yet the Estimates arc not voted, ;oid 
the two most important (ioverinnent mea- 
ourea Imvo not reached their third reading. 
One writer points out that the Qppositiou 
have been utterly routed at the byo-elec- 
tions, but what Ihoy hick in numbers tliey 
have, during the in-esciit sefiMon, nuido uji 
iu check anil lung power. Day in iiud day 
out, lioar after hour, they luive lieen talk- 
ing, ie|ieating the saiiie slale oriliciHina of 
(iiivei-ninunl ]ic)licy, with no other obj-ct in 
view than to delay the propur biisiiu-.ihi of 
the Ifouse. .Sonic Coii;ei v.itives hold that 
the (lovi-rnine.'it are not wholly IjliimL-less 
for tlic iiri-feni, coudaion of all'airs. It is 
held that tliuy have been altogcl lier too con- 
siderate towards tlie U|)positioii, and it, is 
jjuinted out, with a great deal of force, that, 
unless sti'p.s bo taken toward liiuiliiit; the 
powers, of ohstruclioii, inisincHS ioiil profus- 
sioual uicu, whose presence in Parliament is 
greatly lo be desired, will decline to beeonie 
eauriiUites, iind, eventually, the ulHiird of 
the country will g(:t into the hunds of pro- 
fetsional politicians. The one remedy 
wliiuh the Cioveruaicut has available, is to 
apply tho closure, and stop tho ir.outlis of 
these wind-bags after any subject that 
comes up has been fairly aud iully dis- 
cussed.

A 0!li:.^T I'KO.I ICCT. 

This week has seen a great ship railway 
project fairly launelieil before the Ontario 
iniblie. Jn other words, the Hurontario 
Ship Railway Company has been organized 
to build a ship railway from the (.feorgian 
Hay to Luke Ontario. The line will be 
about (1(1 miles iu length, and uill start 
from near Collin(;v,-ood, o;i ilm (Jeorgian 
Hay, thenes to the viidnity of 'I'oronto, on 
Lake Ont.-irio. 'J'he cstimiUod cost of the 
uudertaldiig is .•Jlo.fiOD.dDiI The road- 
bed will be 50 feet wide, and 
will have six parallel steel tracks of 
the heaviest kind ever rolled. Mr. 
Cortbell, of Chicago, ia the. consulting 
engineer of the compauy, and- ho has just 
made a report upon the project. He says- 
t hat the sum mentioned will be ample to 
construct and put in operation 
a ship railway between the two 
points to carry vessels up to5,000 tons bur- 
den. The construction of the road is held 
to he necessary in view of the enormous de- 
velopment of commorce by tho St. Law- 
rence rouLe. Ono of tho promoters of the ' 
undertaking will leave at once for England', 
with a view to enlisting the sympathy of 
British capitalists iii the undertaking. 

The (loatiug of this project calls attention 
to that other ship railway respecting which 
Caiuuhi. is under such great obligations, 
namely, the Chignecto Ship Hallway. For 
tho past year or so this enterprise has been 
in a shaky coudiliou owdiig to the fuct that « 
it is costing more tliau the promoters origi- 
nally contemplated and they are now short 
of funds to complete it. They have already 
tv.ji,..:,ded S 1,001), 000 in the work and are 
anxious to obtain SI, , 000,000 . more, an 
amount wdiich they say will sullice them. 
They are cndravoriug to get this money by 
the issue of lirst preference bonds, which 
parliament is being asked lo authorize. 
Nearly all the capital invested in the under- 
taking was olitained iu I'jiighind, aud if the 
road he not cooipleted it would have a most 
injurious ell'ect upon Canada, although the 
promoters tlieinselves are alone to blaino for 
any mistakes they have made. When the 
road is linishod the Dominion will have to 
pay a good round subsidy, to the extent of 
nearly three million dollars' as its quota 
towards the cost. 

ylTKKN's IlIUTIin.W IIONOKS. 

Everybody expected that the Premier 
would bo knighted on the Queen's Hirth- 
day, and in this respect no one was disap- 
pointed. The marvel of all, Iiowever, in 
connection with the distribution of (,)ueon's 
I'irthday honors, was the bestowal of 
knighthood upon Mr. Mowut. No one can 
deny that the distinction which Sir tlliver 
has received has been justly earned by his 
long eerviccs to the .State, his great ability 
and his unswerving loyalty- In a party 
wdiich contains leaders of doubtful patriot- 
ism Mr. Mowat has stood true. Witness his 
letter in the Ulobo, a few mont'ia ago, de- 
signedly written for the purpnse ot show- 
ing that all Libi'rals were not tainted with 
the Kt;iin ol disloyalty. The fact of Mr. 
Mowat accepting knighthood is i;all and 
wormwood to the (Irits, who h ul expected 
that the doclrines w hich tliey had been 
])rcaehing of boycotting titles of this kind, 
would ho effeolive, and that no Liberals 
would accept them. The Globe does not 
like Mr. Mowat's action, and says so in 
very plain terms. 

OnitlSTIAN EDUCATION. 

We believe thai a great reform is need- 
ed in the instruction of our boys. Tlioy 
should bo taught to be manly, courteous, 
and considerate. All these virtues belong 
to Christianity and to its oilipring, true 
civ ilisation. Selfishness and brutalityate 
sinful, and ought to bo denounced as such 
from class-room and from pulpit. Cour- 
tes}' and gentleness in boili men and 
women i.s cariying out the spirit of Chris- 
tianity ill little tliiiig.s. Put, inifm'tnn- 
atelj', too manj' of our niodorn education- 
ists do not care much for the spi.-it of 
Christianity, and would do away with its 
teaching altogether if tlie}- had ilieir will. 
As it is, they impart as little of it as they 
can in our Board schools, and it is per- 
haps not too much to say that this grow- 
ing spirit of brutality is the result. All 
the 'ologies in the world will not make tip 
for Christian niaidiness, ami Chrislian 
manliness consists of gentleness to every 
helpless thing. The old Wykehaniist 
motto, "Manners inakyth man," ought 
to be writ largo over every Board school 
l)ortal, over every school door, in fact, 
for if wo had more of it we should have 
less brutality.— Church Review.
